COLLEGE PRESIDENT SAYS 
STUDENTS SELF-CENTERED 


Nashville, Tenn--College students 
are becoming increasingly more self- 
centered and their concerns about 
life reflect attitudes which border 
on selfishness and greed; a Southern 
Baptist college president warned, 
j "The single most important truth 
about college students today is their 
. overriding concern that education is 
a means to a better job and not an 
end in itself." Cordell Maddox, 
President of Carson-Newman College, 
told campus ministers attending a 
Southern Baptist Education Commis- 
sion workshop in Nashville. 

"Sadly, this renewed interest in 
careerism has resulted in a decline 
in intellectualism," he said. "Con- 
sequently, more and more students 
sare avoiding the liberal arts and seem 
unimpressed with the age-old argu- 
-■v* ment about the importance of a 
liberal education for both career 
and personal well-being." 

Maddox said college students seem 
obsessively driven by concerns about 
money, social status and personal 
comfort. "Also, they are troubled 
about the future and worry about 
such things as obtaining a good job, 
the capacity to earn a living, reach- 
ing standards of living equivalent 
to their parents' and being able 
to afford a family." 

Recent surveys, he said show other 
top concerns of students include 
the long term value of their college 
degree, the accessibility and inter- 
est of the faculty and the impact 
of drugs and alcohol on students. 

Maddox said that Baptist colleges 
are in a unique position to meet 
the needs of a changing student pop- 
ulation. 

"We have the mission, the caring, 
'""'he Christian faculty, the ideal 
^ize, the missions programs, and 
the liberal arts background with 
its basis in humanities and arts and 
sciences," he contended. "We are 
in a strategic position."

All of the hustle and bustle of 
choir members, as well as “beeps" 
from the bus backing into loading 
position at the Fine Arts Building 
door, let everyone on the Clarke 
College campus know that the spring 
choir tour was about to begin!

However, one thing 
that was sure to make them come 
to life during the ten day bus 
ride was a rest stop about every 
two hoursm, then a scramble for 
rest rooms and snack bars took 
place. After refreshments came 
time for fun and games on the 
bus. Sometimes those on the back 
seats would become histerical 
and others would go back to 
learn who the comedian was. At 
other times, the activity would 
take place at the front of the 
^~Nus. 

Everyone was surprised by the 
presence of former President, 

Jinny Carter and President 
Ronald Reagan in the person 
of Kevin White, as he respond- 
ed to questions by representa- 
tives of the Clarke College 
Press . 


One highlight of the bus tour was 
a cassette tape made by Sandy Summers, 
who Interviewed different choir memb- 
ers about various subjects of interest. 
Perhaps it was the strain of producing 
this tape that weakened her resistance 
to germs that brought her down with a 
severe infection. By Friday of the 
tour, a doctor's services were being 
sought for her. Then she bounced back 
with vigor after taking all the medi- 
cine that was given her.

To mention a few: Nila Miller enjoyed 
a "Walk Man:, as many others did, but 
her talent proved to be exceptional 
as she listened through the ear 
phones, kept time with her head, and 
slept soundly at the same time. 

Who ecould ever forget Tim Johnson's 
rendition of "Amazing Grace" done by 
Geraldine and Bubba? 

Even the leaders had their day: Mr. 
Adams became camera shy and began to 
fight for control of the guilty cam- 
eras; Mrs. Thornton, who is usually 
fairly reserved, came forth with some 
one liners; Kevin White was responsi- 
ble for Buddy Ramey arising at 3:30 
A.M., taking a bath and preparing for 
a new day. 

As the tour progressed, the choir 
members learned that each church vis- 
ited had a different personality and 
a different level of growth in spirit- 
ual fellowship. The church tupes varied 
like this: an old established town 
church with a great historical past, 
which had split into two churches as 
new leadership moved in; small rural 
churches which had a great fellowship 
and loads of home-c6oked food; a mili- 
tary oriented church which had an 802 
turnover in membership every 2 years, 
but in spite of this, was growing by 
leaps and bounds. (This church sponsor- 
ed English classes for Korean, Indian, 
French and Spanish people who came to 
their church)a more formal church in 
downtown U.S.A.; a church experienc- 
ing revival services in which the 
choir took part; churches which filled 
the pews for the chofr worship service 
in spite of a driving rain and an un- 
seasonal blizzard! 


The hospitality in the homes 
where the members stayed was for 
the most part, outstanding. Some- 
times they slept in the lap of 
luxury and sometimes cramped in 
modest homes. Two of the most 
unusual places were a large home 
that had a history of being haunt- 
ed and one small apartment which 
had only one bed. 

Living in such close communion 
on a touring bus for ten days is a 
laboratory of human experience. The 
situation will produce human react- 
ions as toes get stepped on litera- 
lly and figuratively. It also shows 
Christian love in action as choir 
members shared inner-most thoughts 
and feelings with each other during 
devotional times. The Christian 
spirit of the group was noted and 
commented on by those who attended 
the services and who hosted members 
in their homes. One pastor comment- 
ed that it was the refreshment that 
his church needed. 

The Clarke College Choir members 
and leaders are grateful to the staff 
and administration for helping pro- 
vide for the spring tour to take 
place. It was an experience that 
will always live in the lives who 
participated.

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Clarke/Mississippi College 
. President Recognized

Dr. Lewis Nobles, President of 
Mississippi College and Clarke 
College which operates as a 
Division of Mississippi College, 
"has been identified by his peers as 
being among the 18 most effec- 
tive college presidents in the 
United States. 

His selection was based on a 
two-year project funded by the 
v Exxon Edcuation Foundation en- 
titled “The Effective College 
President.” The study was 
designed by Dr. James L. Fisher, 
president emeritus of the Council 
for Advancement and Support of 
Education (CASE) in 
Washington, D.C., and author of 
the book, The Power of the 
Presidency, and Dr. Martha 
Tack, professor of educaitonal 
administration and supervision at 
Bowling Green State University. 

Dr. Nobles assumed the 
presidency of Mississippi College 
in 1968, joining the College after 
serving as Dean of the Graduate 
School and Coordinator of 
University Research at the 
University of Mississippi. A 
pharmaceutical chemist, he ear- 
ned both the bachelor of science 
and master of science degrees 
from the University of Mississip- 
pi and in 1952 received the doctor 
of philosophy degree in phar- 
r maceutical chemistry from the 

University of Kansas. He has 
done postgraduate work at the 
University of Michigan. 

Nobles is a native of Meridian 
and is married to the former Joy 
Ford of Picayune. They are the 
parents of two daughters, Mrs. 
Ben Nash (Sandra) of Clinton, 
and Suzanne, deceased. 

The study examined the per- 
sonal characteristics, 

professional background, and at- 
titudes of the men and women 


who were identified by their peers 
as the nation’s most effective 
college presidents. Presidential 
profiles were developed through 
use of the Fisher/Tack Effective 
Leadership Inventory which 
proved useful in identifying ef- 
fective college presidents. 

According to Fisher, “This 
study demonstrates that effective 
presidents are different. They are 
strong risk-taking leaders with a 
dream.” 

Preliminary results of the study 
show that the effective president 
relies on respect rather than 
popularity; believes less in close 
collegial relationships than other 
college presidents; tends to work 
longer hours; does not speak 
spontaneously as frequently as 
other presidents; and does not 
believe as strongly in 
organizational structure as other 
presidents. 

The most acclaimed presidents 
care deeply about the welfare of 
the individual and encourge 
people to think creatively; appear 
to make decisions more easily 
than their representative coun- 
terparts; take more risks in order 
to move the institution forward; 
and do not often choose other 
presidents as confidants. 

The 18 most effective presiden- 
ts in the country which were iden- 
tified included 17 men and one 

woman. Eight of th^. 18 were 
presidents of private, or indepen- 
dent, institutions whileTO were in 
the public sector. 

The top 100 most effective 
college presidents in the country 
were also identified. Most were 
from the east and midwest. 
Results of the study will be 
published in book form in 1987.

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THANKSGIVING. . . 


In 1789, President George 
Washington issued a Thanks- 
giving Day Proclamation to 
commemorate the first Pil- 
grim celebration. But Thomas 
Jefferson, the third presi- 
dent of the United States 
discontinued it, calling 
Thanksgiving a'kingly prac- 
tice'. 

After this. Thanksgiving was 
observed by some individual 
states and on whatever date 
suited their fancy. 

Then, in 1828, Mrs. Hale, 
the editor of the magazine, 
Godey's Lady's Book and auth- 
or 7 of the peom "Mary Had a 
Little Lamb", began campaign- 
ing for the restoration of 
Thanksgiving as a national 
hoi iday . 

She wrote letters and sought 
appointments with national 
leaders from the President 
down. Time after time she 
was politely rebuffed, some- 
t i mes bei ng to Id it wa s i m— 
possible and impractical, and 
sometimes being dismissed with 
a this-is-none-of-your-busi- 
ness scolding. 

Finally in 1863, President 
Lincoln listened seriously 
to her plea that North and 
South lay aside enmities and 
strife on (Thanksgiving) Day. 
He proclaimed the fourth of 
November to be the official 
"National Thanksgiving Day." 
This day was finally ratified 
by the U. S. Congress in 1941.

The Bible Book 
lessons written by Dr. Ruddick 
cover the old testament books of 
Obadiah, Nahum, Zephaniah, 
Haggai, Zechariah, Joel and

I have 
looked at this passage in He- 
brew and in many English trans- 
lations. But until I read Toki 
Miyashina's following interpre- 
tation, I had not considered it 
in this way.

our present 23rd Psalm from our 
Bibles and insert this interpreta- 
tion in its place but this inter- 
pretation does offer some insight 
into a necessity for our lives:

Far too often 
not only do we discount that need, 
but we also rationalize our contin- 
uous activities by offering noble 
reasons why we fail to follow God's 
leadership in this way.
